Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a process of making wet skin treatment oil-in- 
water composition. 

The closest prior art, Glenn Jr. et al. (US 6,080,708) teaches a method of making 
skin cleansing composition in the form of oil-in-water emulsion utilizing trihydroxystearin 
as the dispersion stabilizer in the aqueous phase. While the reference generally teaches 
using various oils for the oil phase, including triglycerides, solid fatty esters, fatty 
alcohols, petrolatum, polybutene, among others, there is no specific teaching or 
motivation for a skilled artisan to specifically select the oily materials which include 
triglyceride oil, and the particular structurant trihydroxystearin to form the oil phase 
having the solid particles of structurant with specific size limitation. Furthermore, 
applicants have provided in the declaration on February 10, 2005, that the claimed 
process of making the wet skin treatment composition with the specific selection of the 
oils, and the particular structurant trihydroxystearin having the solid particles of 
structurant with specific size limitation in the oil phase exhibits moisturizing retention 
properties. Thus, examiner takes the position that the claimed invention is nonobvious 
over the cited prior arts. 

Thus the present invention is unobvious over the prior art. 

Claims 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 1 1 , 12, 13, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 are allowed over the cited prior 
arts, and renumbered to claims 1-13.
